Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1965. 

The  Report  is  given  in  the  same  form  as  last  year.  In  the  first  part,  sections  deal¬ 
ing  with  Staff,  Statistics,  Health  Services  and  Infectious  Disease  are  combined  to 
show  particulars  both  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  and  for  each  District.  In  the 
second  part  of  the  Report,  separate  sections  are  given  for  each  of  the  seven 
Districts  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District,  Housing,  and 
Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food.  Separate  Reports  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  are  not  given  but  the  record  of  their  work  is  incorporated,  and  I  am 
very  grateful  to  them  for  their  valued  contribution  towards  the  compilation  of 
this  Report. 

The  POPULATION,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the  Joint 
Health  Area  for  mid- 1965,  was  183,230,  an  increase  of  2,890  over  the  mid- 1964 
figure.  The  population  figures  for  each  District  are  given  on  page  13,  together 
with  the  estimated  population  for  the  previous  year. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE  (number  of  births  per  1,000  population)  for  the 
Joint  Health  Area  in  1965  was  17.29,  compared  with  17.26  for  the  Area  in  the 
previous  year.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1965  was  18.0. 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  (number  of  deaths  per  1,000  population)  for  the 
Joint  Health  Area  in  1965  was  11.69,  compared  with  11.80  for  the  Area  in  the 
previous  year.  The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1965  was  11.5.  In  the 
table  of  Statistics  on  page  14,  the  Adjusted  Birth  and  Death  Rates  are  also 
shown. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  in  1965  was  17.67,  com¬ 
pared  with  24.41  for  the  Area  in  the  previous  year.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  19.0.  Tables  showing  the  causes  of  deaths  of  these 
infants  are  given  on  pages  16  &  17. 

The  NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of  infants 
under  four  weeks)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  in  1965  was 
11.36,  compared  with  19.27  in  the  previous  year.  The  neo-natal  mortality  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  13.0. 
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The  EARLY  NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  week)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  in  1965 
was  10.10,  compared  with  17.67  in  the  previous  year. 

The  PERI-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (stillbirths  and  deaths  under  one 
week  combined)  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths  for  the  Joint  Llealth  Area  in  1965 
was  23.04,  compared  with  34.42  in  the  previous  year.  The  Peri-Natal  Mortality 
Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  26.9. 

These  four  rates,  which  are  concerned  with  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year, 
show  a  welcome  return  to  more  normal  rates  as  compared  with  those  in  the 
Joint  Health  Area  in  1964. 

There  was  one  MATERNAL  DEATH  in  the  Joint  Health  Area  in  1965. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH.  A  table  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  showing 
the  causes  of  death  in  the  Joint  Llealth  Area  is  given  on  page  15.  The  commonest 
cause  of  death  in  the  Area  in  1965  was  Coronary  Disease — 413  deaths. 

Deaths  from  Malignant  Neoplasm  of  Lung  or  Bronchus  during  the  year  were 
82  male  and  13  female,  and  tables  showing  deaths  from  this  cause  for  the  past 
10  years  are  given  on  pages  18  to  21. 

Deaths  from  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents  numbered  37,  compared  with  29  in 
the  previous  year.  Deaths  from  all  other  Accidents  totalled  41,  compared  with 
40  in  the  previous  year. 

Infectious  Disease 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  is  given  for  each  District 
on  pages  22  to  25. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Acute  Poliomyelitis  were 
notified  in  the  Joint  Health  Area  during  1965.  There  has  been  a  tendency  in  the 
absence  of  cases  of  poliomyelitis  for  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of  persons 
accepting  vaccination,  and  I  should  like,  once  again,  to  emphasise  the  import¬ 
ance  for  all  members  of  the  community  to  whom  vaccination  is  available  (all 
persons  up  to  40  years)  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered. 

Measles  was  prevalent  during  the  year;  a  total  of  2,681  cases  were  notified,  the 
greatest  number  being  in  the  months  of  January,  February,  and  March,  and 
one  death  occurred. 

Tuberculosis 

During  1965,  a  total  of  27  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  7  cases  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  the  Joint  Health  Area.  There  were 
4  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  1  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
In  1964  the  corresponding  figures  were — new  cases  51  and  10;  deaths  10  and  nil. 
The  increase  in  the  new  cases  in  1964  was  mainly  due  to  cases  discovered  during 
the  Mass  Radiography  Survey. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

On  pages  30  to  32  of  the  Report,  figures  kindly  supplied  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  are  given  showing  the  number  of  persons  vaccinated  against 
Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox,  and  also  the  number  of  persons  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  with  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus. 
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National  Assistance  Act,  1948 — Section  47 
National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act  1951 

No  action  was  necessary  under  these  Enactments  during  the  year. 

Home  Safety 

Valuable  work  continued  to  be  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the  Home 
Safety  Committees  in  the  seven  Districts  of  the  Area. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Members,  Chief  Officers  and  Officials 
of  the  Councils  in  the  Joint  Health  Area  for  their  interest  and  support,  and  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Departments  for  their  loyalty  and  conscientious  work  during 
the  year.  1  should  also  like  to  thank  the  Medical  Practitioners  and  Voluntary 
Workers  for  their  co-operation  during  1965.

A  total  of  13,141  properties  in  the  District  are  supplied  by  public  water 
mains,  and  only  65  have  no  main  supply. 

One  house  previously  supplied  by  well  water  which  was  polluted,  was 
connected  to  the  main  supply.  During  the  year  considerable  negotiation 
has  taken  place  to  improve  the  supply  to  certain  areas  where  only  springs  are 
at  present  in  use.

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Sewer  extensions  were  carried  out  in  Halstead  and  Otford  during  the 
year,  and  as  a  result  15  houses  were  connected  to  the  main  in  those  parishes. 
In  addition  10  other  properties  were  connected  to  the  main  in  other  parts 
of  the  Rural  area.  The  cesspools  previously  in  use  at  these  premises  were 
abolished.  Further  progress  has  been  made  with  the  conversion  of  bucket 
closets  to  water  borne  systems  and  1 6  properties  were  so  improved  during 
the  year.  One  septic  tank  and  5  cesspools  were  constructed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  replacing  existing  defective 
systems. 

Mr.  N.  W.  Cole,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
undermentioned  information: 

The  Edenbridge  sewerage  system  was  extended  to  Crockham  Hill  with 
the  laying  of  9,200  ft.  of  main  sewer  and  the  installation  of  a  pumping 
station.  In  addition,  a  further  5,700  ft.  of  public  sewers  were  laid  or 
adopted  and  17,000  ft.  of  private  sewers  were  laid  during  the  year. 


3.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Considerable  development  of  the  area  has  continued  during  the  year 
and  this,  together  with  the  shortage  of  staff,  has  increased  the  problems 
associated  with  this  service.  During  holiday  and  sickness  periods  some 
delay  has  occurred  in  the  rounds.  During  the  year  two  Paxit  compression 
vehicles  were  purchased  and  brought  into  use,  replacing  smaller  side 
loading  vehicles. 

A  scheme  was  brought  into  operation  during  the  year  for  the  free  collec¬ 
tion  of  bulky  refuse  and  this  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  public.

In  Tonbridge  Rural  District  99%  of  the  houses  are  supplied  with  piped 
water  from  public  mains. 

Properties  previously  supplied  by  means  of  stand-pipes  have  now  been 
reconstructed  and  improved,  and  water  supplies  have  been  laid  direct  to 
each  dwelling. 

Two  cottages  served  from  a  private  source  via  storage  tanks  were  found 
to  be  receiving  contaminated  water.  The  tanks  were  properly  cleaned  out 
and  protected  from  further  pollution  and  further  samples  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory.  Two  isolated  cottages  in  the  Parish  of  Capel  supplied  with 
water  from  a  contaminated  well  were  demolished  during  the  year.

Works  carried  out  during  1965: — 

(a)  Speldhurst 

Construction  of  the  new  sewage  works  was  commenced  in  January 
and  is  about  to  be  completed  in  June,  1966. 

(b)  Hildenborongh 

In  order  to  overcome  local  flooding  conditions  during  storms  a 
surface  water  sewer  has  been  re-laid  and  new  sewers  constructed  to  collect 
surface  water  from  the  houses  in  Ashley  Road  and  Greenview  Crescent. 

(c)  Five  Oak  Green 

Work  has  commenced  on  laying  the  surface  water  sewer  along  the 
main  street  in  order  to  remove  surface  water  from  the  existing  foul  sewers. 

Future  Programme 

(a)  Pemhury 

The  Consulting  Engineers  have  submitted  their  proposals  to  the 
Ministry  for  approval  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a  favourable  decision  will 
be  given  at  an  early  date. 

(b)  Hadiow 

The  outline  scheme  prepared  for  the  extension  of  the  existing  disposal 
works  and  for  the  sewering  of  Barnes  Street  and  Golden  Green  is  awaiting 
a  Ministerial  Inquiry  to  be  held  in  January,  1966. 

(c)  Florsmonden  Regional  Scheme 

The  Council  have  approved  the  Consulting  Engineers’  preliminary 
report  on  a  scheme  to  sewer  Horsmonden,  Brenchley,  Petteridge  and 
Matfield,  and  have  instructed  the  Engineers  to  submit  a  scheme  to  the 
Ministry.  Instructions  have  been  given  to  include  the  Castle  Hill  area  in 
the  final  proposals. 

Pumping  stations  will  be  required  at  Foxhole  Lane,  Horsmonden 
Road,  Brenchley  and  Broad  Ford,  Horsmonden.  Sites  are  being  obtained 
for  the  pumping  stations  and  disposal  works. 

(d)  Lamberhurst 

A  scheme  for  sewering  Furnace  Lane  has  been  submitted  and  approved 
by  the  Minister.  Work  is  programmed  to  proceed  in  1966. 

(e)  Paddock  Wood 

A  scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation  for  sewering  the  caravan  site 
and  the  properties  in  Queen  Street. 

Provision  is  being  made  for  an  extension  to  serve  five  properties  in 
the  Maidstone  Rural  District. 

A  pumping  station  will  be  necessary  to  lift  the  sewage  to  the  existing 
disposal  works. 

(f )  Hildenborough 

Certain  work  is  in  hand  for  a  scheme  to  divert  the  flow  from  the 
existing  overloaded  treatment  works.  The  sewage  will  be  pumped  from  the 
existing  pumping  station  into  the  sewers  in  the  Tonbridge  Urban  District.

The  second  stage  of  the  Council’s  new  sewage  disposal  works  was 
brought  into  operation  during  the  year,  enabling  the  works  to  deal  with 
the  sewage  from  the  population  within  the  development  area  of  the  Draft 
Town  Map  for  Tonbridge  and  Hildenborough. 

Modifications  have  been  made  to  the  storm  sewage  overflow  in  Hawden 
Road  and  the  new  overflow  in  Cannon  Lane  has  been  completed,  which 
will  alleviate  flooding  from  the  main  northern  outfall  sewer. 

The  sewerage  system  is  reasonably  adequate  to  deal  with  the  develop¬ 
ment  area  of  the  Draft  Town  Map.

The  only  alteration  in  the  system  of  refuse  collection  was  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  two  new  50  cu.  yard  compression  loading  vehicles.  These  larger 
vehicles  greatly  reduce  the  number  of  journeys  necessary  to  the  tip.

1.  Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  to  premises  in  Tunbridge  Wells  is  drawn  from  two 
sources,  one  at  Pembury  and  the  other  at  Saints’  Hill,  Fordcombe,  and 
again  the  supply  was  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality  throughout 
the  year.  The  water  from  Pembury  is  spring  water  augmented  from  bore- 
wells  and  the  water  from  Saints’  Hill  is  solely  from  borewells. 

Water  from  Tangiers  Waterworks  goes  into  supply  outside  the  Borough. 
It  is  implemented  by  water  drawn  from  Pembury  when  necessary. 

New  water  mains  have  been  laid  to  newly  developed  private  housing 
estates  and  in  addition  the  Waterworks  Committee  have  enlarged  and  test 
pumped  a  proposed  new  borehole  at  Chase  Wood.  Preliminary  design 
work  is  now  proceeding  in  order  to  bring  this  new  source  of  supply  into  the 
distribution  system. 

Regular  samples  are  taken  from  all  sources  of  mains  supply  and  twelve 
samples  were  taken  from  the  Chalybeate  Spring  on  the  Pantiles. 

Steps  were  taken  during  the  year  to  improve  private  supplies  which  are 
not  served  by  public  water  mains.

9.  Food  Poisoning 

Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.  The 
infection  in  one  case  was  due  to  Salmonella  typhi-murium.  In  the  other 
two  cases  notified,  the  causative  organism  was  unidentified. 
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
